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U.S.-Nato tension eased 
at nuclear talks 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). Nato 
defence ministers yesterday made 
some progress in ‘healing a rift 
between Washington and its West 
Eu alles over U.S. Middle 
East policy. 

Nato Secretary-General Joseph 
Luns, who presided over the meet- 
ing between eight Western alliance 
states, told reporters that some of 
the misunderstandings arising out 
of the Middle East conflict have 
been sorted out. 

The ministers, including U.S. De- 
fence Secretary James Schlesinger. 
opened a two-day meeting of Na- 
to's nuciear planning group yes- 
terday. The -+twice-yearly sessions 
are designed to give non-nuclear 
powers in the Western Alliance ἃ 
chance to give their opinions on 
Nato nuclear defence ‘policy. 

But the meeting was oversha- 


owed by recent bitter exchanges 
between Washington and Europe 
over U.S. policy in the Middle East 
war. 

Dr. Lunas told newsmen at the 
end of yesterday morning's session 
that the ministers had discussed 
aspects of the Middle East war. 
He said some of the “slight mis- 
understandings and problems” with- 
in the altiance arising out of the 
Middle East war had been removed 
by the discussion. 

Questioned on the specific prob- 
lem of tension between the U.S.

tween Washington and Bonn. West 
Germany was singled out for par- 
ticular criticism by Washington for 
protesting about the movement of 
U.S. arms to Israeli across its ter- 
ritory.
